Jury. In 1939 Obtained control'of CWS at Windsor 
and operated profita until about 1945 or 1948. At that time 
the Subject approached and advised him he was an emissary 


of PETE CORRADO and from that time PETE CORRADO was cut in at CWS 
until the discontinuance of the wire service. After CWS was 
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discontinued, the Subject, whose principal interest at that time 
was horse racing, had a working arrangement to obtain race

$70.00 per week, but there is a great deal of cheating in that 
bookmakers buy the service and in turn resell the service to other 
bookmakefs. 


Source advised on March 27, 1959, that ANTHONY

information. Source stated this is part of ANTHONY GIACALONE's 
jurisdiction in the Italian gambling syndicate. 


Source has stated that the service is necessary to the 


operation of the telephone handbook or any kind of a handbook 
operator since it is necessary to know the daily odds on a horse when 
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a bet is taken for the bookmaker's protection, and it is also 
necessary to get the results so that if a horse wins and a 
‘bettor has won a substantial sum of money, he can be advised 
that he has won and the chances are that he will play the money 
back on a later race that day so that the bookmaker has good 
opportunity to recoup any losses he may have incurred. 


Source advised on June 4, 1959, that an offer 
was made to him to furnish what he called "off and running" 
service from a bookmaker in Louisville, Kentucky, for race 
results from the Detroit race tracks.

Following 
the discontinuance of the line sheet handicap information was 
telephonically furnished to bookmakers in the City of Detroit. This 
information also included track conditions, probable odds and late 
scratches. This information was usually available between 10:00 A.M. 
and noon each day. This handicap information was discontinued 
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approximately a year and a half ago in view of the fact that 
a state law in Michigan was repealed which had formerly made 
it illegal to furnish probable odds for a day's horee racing 
events. 


At the present time a bookmaker or a big better bic 
can purchase the daily "Sports News" which is published in 
Detroit by BENJAMIN ALFS and available at approximately 9:30 
A.M. each morning which contains all the latest horses 
scratched for the day's races. At eight o'clock each morning 
wherever the horses are running the racing secretary has to 
be furnished the names of any horses withdrawn from any races 
and that this quite often results in the reassigning of jockeys 
SO that а small publishing company such as ALFS' has this 
information available shortly after 8:00 A.M. as regular sports 
information. 


According to the source, 
prints a small publication called "Chicago Sports News" which 
is shipped from Chicago to Detroit at approximately 3:30 A.M. 
each day. This is a sports magazine which contains the 
probable odds for the daily races around the country. Horse 
players also follow very closely the racing form published by 
the Triangle Publishing Company. Їп addition.to these 
publications, the average bookmaker can pick up the morning 
"Detroit News" and by reading the sports pages on horse racing 
information wherein the sports writers have picked the probable 
winners а bookmaker can almost tell what the odds will be for 
the day's races. According to the source, with these publications, 
which all can be purchased for approximately 75€ on the newsstand, 
а bookmaker has no need to spend the money it costs to print up a 
daily line. As а result of the above publications which are openly 
distributed as news media a large part of the so-called service for 
bookmakers has been discontinued. According to the source, 
in Detroit there is little need for the obtaining of race 
results by a bookmaker for any purpose since radio station 
CKLW, Windsor, Ontario, Canada, regularly broadcasts horse 
race results beginning at approximately 3:00 P.M. and 
running until 6:00 P.M. at an interval of every 20 minutes. 
These results are available for all tracks since CKLW 
obtains this information by direct sports wire through the 
UPI except from Florida tracks. In Florida the state has a 
censorship of 30 minutes and no results can be teletyped
